PiTTSBURGH (AP) — Sev eral 
thousand job.s will be created by 
the new v acation and retirement 
p lan.s of the new steel labor con­ 
tract, says a high official of the 
United Steelworkers Union. 
Marv in Miller, union chairman 
of the Human Relations Commi.s- 
sion, told newsmen at a contract 
briefing session Monday the im­ 
p rov ed v acation benefits alone will 
p rov ide the equiv alent of 6,000 to 
8,000 full-time jobs. 
He said 
the retirement 
p lan 
would add many more jobs. 
Miller said the imp act of the 
new jobs will be felt next year 
after the v acation and sav ings 
p lan and the longer regular v aca­ 
tion benefits become effectiv e. 
Under the v acation and sav ings 
p rogram, an emp loye will receiv e 
one additional week of v acation 
for each two years worked after 
1960. Regular v acations will be 
increased one week 
The new retirement p ortion of 
the p act is based on a so-called 
“ nudge p lan” that p enalizes work­ 
ers who don’t retire alter they 
reach age 6.1 
The new contract, which calls 
for no hike ov er Ihe current $ ;i.28 
an hour scale for basic steel-j 
workers, is exp ected to be signed 
Friday. 
Miller added that he did not 
exp ect any difficulties in negotiat-i 
ing with other steel firms besides 
the II major comp anies. 
“ I don’t know what would cause 
difficilties,” he said.

How b adly do city dwellers fare in ap­ 
portionment for the Ohio General Assemb ly? 
The way some of them describ e the situa­ 
tion, they get an ex tremely short end of the 
stick. Tliey draw support from the percent­ 
age relationship b etw'een their share of the 
stale’s total population (64.3 per cent) and 
their share of the seats in the Ohio House 
(44.6 to 46 per cent). 
This disparity, reapportionment advocates 
contend, constitutes rural domination of the 
legislature with corresponding frustration of 
efforts b y the urb an areas to solve their 
prob lems. 
The argument is convincing mathematical­ 
ly, b ut it does not hold up in an analysis 
of the urb an-rural voting on specific legisla­ 
tion designed to help metropolitan areas with 
their prob lems. 


REDIJCED to a generality, the analysis 
shows that reasonab le, fair proposals garner 
enougti so-called urura! votes to pass. Pro­ 
posals that appear to b e unreasonab le, un­ 
fair or radical departures from tradition often 
draw as much opposition from urb an areas 
as from rural ones. 
The reasons are not difficult to under­ 
stand. Ohio grows increasingly urb anized, 
with the influence of its metropolitan centers 
spreading into more and more mral counties. 
Many small counties contain mimicipalities 
of medium size w'hich face prob lems akin 
to those of b ig cities. 
This means any legislative proposal is more 
likely to spark divisions on its sub stance 
than on its superficial appeal to urb an or 
rural interests. 
Thus, a b ill to give cities more influence 
over the issuance of liquor permits was in­ 
troduced b y Oevelanders and supported b y 
legislators from many small communities. 
It lost. 
The b ill to revise the financing of the 


Department of Highway Safety so local 
governments get a b igger share of gasoline 
tax and license plate revenue was opposed b y 
many small cities and strongly supported 
hy the Cuyahoga County engineer, whose of­ 
fice stood to gain more dollars than most of 
the small cities comb ined. It passed. 


MEASURES to put Ohio’s pub lic school 
sub sidy program on a strict equalization b asis 
to help poorer districts meet strong opposi­ 
tion from the cities as well as some rural 
counties which contain wealthy districts. Such 
b ills never stand a chance, 
A major revision in the annex ation .statutes 
twice passed the rural-dominated House b ut 
died in the Senate, where two-thirds of the 
seats are held b y b ig-city districts. 
The urb an-rural argument b reaks down b e­ 
cause it is offered on a b lack-and-white b asis. 
In reality, most issues b efore the Ohio Gen­ 
eral Assemb ly are gray. 
If the Assemb ly’s seats are reapportioned, 
the reason ought to b e a valid one. Tlie

The United States would b uy no b onds, 
under the compromise plan. It would make 
loans instead. 
But after it had loaned $25 million to the 
United Nations, the United States then could 
loan no more until other U N. memb ers 
either had upped their support b y loans or 
b y purchase of b onds. 
'This amounts to putting all other U.N. 
memb ers on notice that if they want the 
organization to continue in ex istence they 
wdll have to match the United States in 
emergency support, 


PR(KEEDS of the b ond issue—$200 million 
to b e offered at this time—will finance U.N. 
operations in the Gaza Strip and the Congo 
for an indefinite period starting July 1. These 
peace-keeping forces had a comb ined deficit 
of $80 million at the dose of 1961, b ecause 
so many memb er states had refused to pay 
their assessed share of the costs. 
Arab countries had refused to pay for 
the Gaza Trip force. The Soviet Union had 
refused to pay anything it b lamed cm some 


other nation, such as the Congo operation. 
Belgium, France and Portugal also had re­ 
fused to pay for the Congo force. 
In the meantime, the United States has 
paid not only its asse.ssed 32 per cent of 
the ex penses in each case; it has made 
additional voluntarv' contrib utions. Its actual 
share of ex penses for the Gaza Strip and 
the Congo has b een approx imately 48 per 
cent. 


THE I ’NITED STATES has het n picking 
up an ex tra share of the tab for th^ United 
Nations b ecause it valued its usefulness so 
highly is was willing to b e its open-handed 
sponsor. It still is going to b e picking up an 
ex tra share of the tab for this season. 
But the United States isn’t going to b uy 
up to $100 million in U.N. Ix inds on the pre­ 
tex t that these are investments. Neither is 
it going to lend the United Nations unlimited 
8um.s of money. Hence the need for a 
compromi.se. 
After the first $25 million, which would b e 
“on the house.” the United States would pay 
in ratio to support given b y other nations. 
This wwld b e a healthier arrangement 
than outright purchase of $100 million in 
b onds. It’s difficult to see how it could b e 
opposed b y any b ut the b itter-enders deter­ 
mined to scuttle the United Nations at any 
cost—and b y any means. 


Oo ps, A Sho rt Circuit! 


A Strategic Air Command announcement 
that a goof-up in its early warning system 
put the United States on a full alert last 
fall for a few seconds b eefs up the dark­ 
est fears of all of us who are skeptical 
of the claimed infallib ility of electronics. 
'The information comes on top of a pro­ 
test b y the Air Force against reliance on 
computer “judgment” for the Pentagon de­ 
cision to go slow on development of a new 
w’eapons system b ased on a superb omb er 
still in the planning stage. The Air Force 
position is that computer “judgment” is 
less to b e trusted in these matters than 
human judgment.

David Lawrence justices of the 
highest courts in each of the 50 
states of the Union were passed 
over b y President Kennedy when 
he chose Byron R. White to b e a 
justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 
Thi.s is the tragic 
f a c t that 
emerges as the American people 
are told, in effect, that it seemed 
most important to the President 
to reward a political henchman 
and a friend of long standing who 
has never sat on the b ench in a 
federal or a state or a county or a 
city coui't. 
Without asking the advice of 
memb ers of Congress or request­ 
ing the various b ar associations 
to sub mit the names of promin­ 
ent lawyers qualified for the po.st. 
the President — within a few’ days 
after he learned that Ju.stice MTiit- 
faker planned to retire -- made 
up his mind quickly to give the 
post to a friend who has had no 
judicial ex perience whatsoever. 
It will b e argued that President 
Eisenhower appointed Earl War­ 
ren as chief justice even though 
he. too. had never sat on the fed­ 
eral b ench. But tw’o wrongs do not 
make a right. This correspondent, 
on Oct. I, 1953. wrote as follows: 
“Politics has often played i 
part in choosing memb ers of the 
judiciary — including selections 
to the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
(k1 States. But that doesn’t make 
it a commendab le practice. 
“The designation of Gov. War­ 
ren of California to b e chief jus­ 
tice of the United States will b e 
acclaimed b y the politicians as 
a smart ap|x iintment Ix it will b e 
disapproved b y those memb ers of 
the b ench and b y practicing law­ 
yers who still cling to the old- 
fashioned idea that, when it comes 
to selecting justices for the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States, 
the choice should b e made from 
the ab lest jurists in the nation.” 
Mr. Eisenhower, however, did 
turn to the b ench when he appoint­ 
ed four other men to the Supreme 
Court —- Justices Harlan. Brennan, 
W’hittaker and Stewart.

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Reapportion For Right Reason 


How badly do city dwellers fare in ap­ 
portionment for the Ohio General Assembly? 
The way some of them describe the situa­ 
tion. they get an extremely short end of the 
stick. They draw support from the percent­ 
age relationship between their share of the 
state’s total population (64.3 per cent) and 
their share of the seats in the Ohio House 
(446 to 46 per cent). 
This disparity, reapportionment advocates 
contend, constitutes rural domination of the 
legislature with corresponding frustration of 
efforts bv the urban areas to solve their 
problems. 
The argument is convincing mathematical­ 
ly, but it does not hold up in an analysis 
of the urban-rural voting on specific legisla­ 
tion designed to help metropolitan areas with 
their problems. 


REDUCED to a generality, the analysis 
shows that reasonable, fair proposals gam er 
enough so-called urural votes to pass. Pro­ 
posals that appear to be unreasonable, un­ 
fair or radical departures from tradition often 
draw as much opposition from urban areas 
as from rural ones. 
The reasons are not difficult to under­ 
stand. Ohio grows increasingly urbanized, 
with the influence of its metropolitan centers 
spreading into more and more rural counties. 
Many small counties contain municipalities 
of medium size which face problems akin 
to those of big cities. 
This means any legislative proposal is more 
likely to spark divisions on its substance 
than on its superficial appeal to urban or 
rural interests. 
Thus, a bill to give cities more influence 
over the issuance of liquor permits was in­ 
troduced by Clevelanders and supported by 
legislators from many small communities. 
It lost. 
The bill to revise the financing of the 


Department of Highway Safety so local 
governments get a bigger share of gasoline 
tax and license plate revenue was opposed by 
many small cities and strongly supported 
by the Cuyahoga County engineer, whose of­ 
fice stood to gain more dollars than most of 
the small cities combined. It passed. 


MEASURES to put Ohio’s public school 
subsidy program on a strict equalization basis 
to help poorer districts meet strong opposi­ 
tion from the cities as well as some rural 
counties which contain wealthy districts. Such 
bills never stand a chance. 
A major revision in the annexation statutes 
twice passed the rural-dominated House but 
died in the Senate, where two-thirds of the 
seats are held by big-city districts. 
The urban-rural argument breaks down be­ 
cause it is offered on a black-and-white basis. 
In reality, most issues before the Ohio Gen­ 
eral Assembly are gray.

The slippery question of these United Na­ 
tions bonds apparently is going to produce 
a slippery answer. 
There is a compromise in the works that 
will give everybody a chance to get part 
of what they need but will give nobody 
what they wanted. 
The United States would buy no bonds, 
under the compromise plan It w’ould make 
loans instead. 
But after it had loaned 125 million to the 
United Nations, the United States then could 
loan no more until other U N. members 
either had upped their support by loans or 
by purchase of bonds. 
This amounts to putting all other UN. 
members on notice that if they want the 
organization to continue in existence they' 
will have to match the United States in 
emergency support. 


PROCEEDS of the bond issue—1200 million 
to be offered at this time—will finance U N. 
operations in the Caza Strip and the Congo 
for an indefinite period starting July I. Tiese 
peace keeping forces had a combined deficit 
of 180 million at the close of 1061. because 
so many member states had refused to pay 
their assessed share of the costs. 
Arab countries had refused to pay for 
the Caza Trip force The Soviet Union had 
refused ‘o pay anything it blamed on some 


other nation, such as the Congo operation. 
Belgium, France and Portugal also had re­ 
fused to pay for the Congo force. 
In the meantime, the United States has 
paid not only its assessed 32 per cent of 
the expenses in each case; it has made 
additional voluntary’ contributions. Its actual 
share of expenses for the Gaza Strip and 
the Congo has been approximately 48 per 
cent. 


THE UNITED STATES has bein picking 
up an extra share of the tab for th'' United 
Nations because it valued its usefulness so 
highly is was willing to be its open handed 
sponsor. It still is going to be picking up an 
extra share of the tab for this season. 
But the United States isn’t going to buy 
up to $100 million in U N. bonds on the pre­ 
text that these are investments. Neither is 
it going to lend the United Nations unlimited 
sums of money. 
Hence the need for a 
compromise. 
After the first $25 million, which would lie 
"on the house.” the United States would pay 
in ratio to support given by other nations. 
This would be a healthier arrangement 
than outright purchase of $100 million in 
bonds. It’s difficult to see how it could be 
opposed by any but the bitter-enders deter­ 
mined to scuttle the United Nations at any 
cost—and by any means.

trajectory lasting 15 minutes. The 
vehicle should reach an altitude 
of 300 miles before plunging back 
into 
the 
Atlantic 
Ocean,

miles from the starting point. No 
payload will be carried. 
The test will provide the first 
flight data on how powerful liquid 
hydrogen will behave in space 
This supercold fuel, which must 
be kept at a temperature of 423 
degrees below zero, provides 40 
per cent better performance than 
chemical fuels employed in pres­ 
ent U S. rocket engines. 
Two 
liquid

with total thrust of 30,000 pounds 
drive the second stage of the 107- 
foot Centaur. The first stage is a

orbit, landing 2,300 pounds on the 
1 moon, or hurling 1,300 pounds to 
Mars or Venus.

Murray said that part o f Tice’s 
duty is to make certain that sto rm 
water fro m do wnspo uts do es no t 
dram into the sanitary sewer sys­ 
tem and o vertax the treatment 
plant. But 
large quantities

sto rm water still enter the sys­ 
tem dunng heavy rains, creating 
such a vo lume that the plant must 
bypass it rather than attempt to 
treat it, he said. 
Such bypassing “defeats t h e 
purpo se” o f the sewage treatment 
plant and helps po llute the river, 
Murray said. 
“I feel he sho uld do his jo b o r 
it sho uld be abo lished,” Murray 
declared. He also said that Tice 
“was given a nice shiny statio n 
wago n to ride aro und in,” but 
has failed to take care o f it.

Because Scripture refers to this unfortunate boy as a 
"lunatick," some modern writers hav e asserted that the 
child was merely afflicted with epilepsy . 
They argue that in Greek usage the term (meaning 
to be moonstruck) was commonly applied to that disease. 
Howev er, the N ew Testament account is unequiv ocal 
in stating that the boy was possessed by an u n clean 
spirit; 
"He rebuked the foul spirit, say ing unto him. Thou 
dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, come out of him 
and enter no more into him. 
“ And the spirit cried and rent him sore, and came out 
of him: and he was as one dead; insomuch that many 
said. He is dead." 
The child’s father had prev iously brought the boy to 
J esus’ disciples to be healed, but they were unable to 
cure him. "I spake to thy disciples that they should cast 
him out; and they could not.” 
From the description of the hoy ’s sy mptoms, related 
by the father, we know that he was not only giv en to 
seizures in which he foamed at the mouth, but that he 
w as d eaf and dum b. During his attacks, he often 
endangered his own life by falling into the fire or into 
the riv er or lake 
Mark, in his Gospel, points out that it was the father’s 
faith which made it possible for his son to he healed. 
“ J esus said unto him, If thou canst believ e, all things 
are possible to him that believ eth.” 
And in response to J esus, the boy ’s father cried out, 
with tears in his ey es; 
"Ix ird, I believ e: help thou mv unbelief." 
T he result of this father’s humble, but powerful faith, 
was the ex pulsion of the ev il that controlled his son. 
W as such a cure merely ev idence of the healer’s art, 
or was it the will of (Tod that banished demons? 
For those who believ e that Scripture is true, J esus that 
day commanded a "foul spirit” to come out of a child, 
“ and the child was cured from that v ery hour.”

Katzenbach’s 
“initiative, 
judgment and ability have been 
invaluable in the last 12 months.” 
Like 
White, 
Katzenbach, 
40. 
was a Rhodes scholar at Oxford 
and studied law at Yale. 
He got his undergraduate de­ 
gree 
at 
Princeton 
and 
later 
taught law at Yale and the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago. His Justice 
Department biography laconically 
breezes over one chapter in his 
life with the notation: "Also was 
in the U.S. Air Force from 1942 
to 1945 ” 
He left Princeton as a junior to 
enter the Army Air Corps in 
World War II, became a bomber 
navigator and was shot down 
over the Mediterranean. The Ger­ 
mans clapped him into a prisoner 
of war camp for two years. 
“It was terribly boring,” com­ 
plained Katzenbach. 
To make it less so. he turned 
to his books, and did so well that 
he contemplated his final two 
years at Princeton within a few 
weeks of his return and was 
graduated cum laude. 
It was White, a school mate at 
Yale, who talked Katzenbach into 
joining the Justice Department. 
Katzenbach, who was Rot active 
in politics, had been studying in­ 
ternational law on a fellowship at i 
Geneva. 
Katzenbach has served as a 
member of the American Bar As­ 
sociation Committee on the law 
of outer space, was special con­ 
sultant to the secretary of state 
in connection with the United Na­ 
tions’ ad hoc committee on the 
law of outer space and is co-au­ 
thor — with Prof. Leon Lipson of 
Yale — of a study of “Legal Lit­ 
erature of Air Space."

THE OBSESSED BOY 


“T h ere came to him a certain man, kneeling down 
to him, and saying, Lord, haw mercy on my son 
for he is lunatick, and sore vexed . . .* 
— M atthew X V n .l4 -lS 


Because Scripture refers to this unfortunate boy as a 
‘lunatick,” some modern writers have asserted that the 
child was merely afflicted with epilepsy. 
They argue that in Greek usage the term (meaning 
to be moonstruck) was commonly applied to that disease. 
I lowever, the N ew Testament account is unequivocal 
in stating that the boy was possessed by an u n clean 
spirit: 
“He rebuked the foul spirit, saying unto him, Thou 
dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, come out of him 
and enter no more into him. 
“And the spirit cried and rent him sore, and came out 
of him: and he was as one dead; insomuch that many 
said. He is dead” 
The child’s father had previously brought the boy to 
Jesus disciples to be healed, hut they were unable to 
cure him. "I spake to thy disciples that they should cast 
him out; and they could not ” 
From the description of the hoy’s symptoms, related 
by the father, we know that he was not only given to 
seizures in which he foamed at the mouth, hut that he 
was d eaf and dum b. 
During his attacks, he often 
endangered his own life by falling into the fire or into 
the river or lake 
Mark, in his Gospel, points out that it was the father’s 
faith which made it possible for his son to he healed. 
‘ Jesus said unto him, If thou canst believe, all things 
are possible to him that believeth ’’ 
And in response to Jesus, the boy’s father cried out, 
with tears in his eyes: 
“lx>rd, I believe; help thou mv unbelief." 
T he result of this father’s humble, hut powerful faith, 
was the expulsion of the evil that controlled his son 
Was such a cure merely evidence of the healer’s aru 
or was it the will of God that banished demons? 
For those who believe that Scripture is true, Jesus that 
day commanded a 
foul spirit’’ to come out of a child,

If y ou ’re thinking of a d d i n g 
lau ndry equ ipment to y ou r home, 
y ou ’v e probably asked y ou r 
friends, “What kind is Best?” 
You shou ld hav e asked, "What 
kind is best for me?’’ 
The kind of lau ndry equ ipment 
y ou shou ld bu y depends on su ch 
thmgs as the size of y ou r family , 
y ou r home and y ou r bu dget. 
If y ou will be lau ndering lots 
of wash-and-wear clothes, y ou will 
want a washer with two speeds 
and temperatu re control in both 
wash and rinse cy cles. 
Many sweaters? Then y ou ’ll 
want a washer with a cold wa­ 
ter wash. If water pressu re is 
likely to be a problem, then pick 
a washer with metered r a t he r 
than time fill. 
Do y ou wf.nt a dispenser for 
detergent, bleach or water con 
ditioner? A lint filter? A su ds 
sav er? 
All are av ailable. Generally 
y ou ’ll find that the more “spe­ 
cials” a machine has and the 
more au tomatic it is, the higher 
the price will be. So, how’s y ou r 
bu dget? 
As to dry ers, there are two bas­ 
ic ty pes. One u ses a closed air 
and water condensation sy stem 
and pu mps moistu re down a 
drain. The other pu shes moistu re 
ou tside throu gh a v ent.

For the av erage do-it-y ou rself­ 
er, painting a ceiling has alway s 
been an arm-wei ry ing, messy 
job. 
Bu t today , a new kind of wall 
and ceiling paint eliminates most 
of the fu ss and mess associated 
with room redecoration 
wi t h 
bru sh and roller. 
Ceilings can be recoated with­ 
ou t the painter and his su rrou nd­ 
ings being cov ered with drips arKi 
splatters. .And there’s no ru ndowm 
onto the handle of the bru sh or 
roller. 
This u nprecedented neatness is 
the resu lt of a chemical property 
called thix otropy , which c a u s e s 
the paint to thicken to the con­ 
sistency of heav y cream.

Do y ou know a real “ bargam” 
in nursery stock? Or are y ou in­ 
fluenced by the price appeal pri­ 
marily ? 
Not all sales on plants indi­ 
cate value, arri nursery stock 
ahould be shopped for as carefully 
as any other commodity . 
Here are some things to check 
whether a plant is a bargain or 
not: 
Size — height and spread of 
» hrubs should be compared vnth 
standards set by the American 
Association of Nursery men f or 
nursery stock. Every good nur- 
•erj'man is familiar with t h ^ 
standards and the better nursery ­ 
men adhere to them. 


In trees and shrubs of all kinds, 
the smaller sizes cost less for the 
simple reason they can be grown 
in less time, require less feed­ 
ing, pruning, spray ing and culti­ 
vating. A taxus, for example with 
a one foot spread ami about the 
same height will cost a lot less 
than one two-feet wide, for ex ­ 
ample. 
Thus y ou actually need to com­ 
p are the actual (not the alleged) 
measurements of plants to deter­ 
m in e whether y ou are gettmg a 
b arg ain or not. 
Root sy stem —• all standard 
nursery stock is required to have 
well-developed root .sy stem. Take 
a deciduous shrub, IM to 2-feet 
in height, it should have a 10-inch 
root spread; a shrub 6 to 8-feet 
high, a 20-inch root spread. 
A balled and burlapped ever­ 
green with a 2-foot spread should 
have an 11-inch ball of earth and 
this range« up to a 36-inch diame­ 
ter ball for a plant with 8 to 9 
foot spread. Small trees 6 to 7 
feet should have an IS-inch baU; 


10 to 12-foot trees, a 26-inch diam­ 
eter ball. 
Nursery stock should be deliv­ 
ered and made available at the 
proper planting time and plant­ 
ing in^ructions .should be obtain­ 
ed easily . 
Remember — low price alone 
means nothing if not related to 
quality and size. The higher-priced 
specimens could be by far the 
best buy s. Trade with the nursery ­ 
men y ou know from ex penence 
are reliable. 
Bare root trees, for example, 
should have an adequate root 
.spread, from 12 inches for a 
V i ­ 
to %-inch trunk and 5 to 6 feet 
in height; up to a 38-inch healthy 
root spread for a 14 to 16-foot 
tree. 
Measure the sizes of the plants 
offered as bargains and compare. 
Branching — a well-branched 
tree or shrub can be many times 
as valuable as a slender “ whip” 
with few or no branches. Take a 
small upright tree like a dog­ 
wood, for example, at 4 to 5 feet 
h i^ , it should have 5 or more 
branches; at 6 to 8 feet. 6 or 
more branches. 
Health and vigor — freshly dug, 
or properly refrigerated and pack-

roofing material, and for loose

rolls, loose flashing a r o u n d 
chimneys. 


Walls. Check walls for cracks 
in siding, cracking or crumbling 
m a s o n r y at the foundations, 
breaks in termite guards and 
for spreading joints, where steps 
or extensions are joined to the 
foundation. Caulking compound 
applied with a caulking gun is 
the answer to most of t h e s e 
problems Check for rot, cracks 
or s c a l i n g paint, especially 
where shrubbery is close against 
the foundation. Use a blowtorch 
to remove old paint and dry the 
wood. 


Around the yard 
Check all 
outside metal for rust. Burn and 
scrape away rust and old paint. 
Use a rustproof undercoat, let 
dry. then repaint.

Too much noise can make a 
home uncomfortable regardless 
of how well it is furnished.

Several times during the day at 
home, stop to listen. Try to iso­ 
late the excess sounds you hear. 
Trace them to the source and 
see what adjustments can be 
made to subdue the noise. 
Install fiberboard acoustical tile 
on your ceilings. Installation of 
fiberboard acoustical tile is often 
all that is required to turn a noisy 
room into a restful one. It is 
available from your lumber deal­ 
er in many styles and colors and 
will absorb up to 70 per cent of 
the excess noise that strikes it. 
You can install it yourself, or your 
building materials dealer will rec­ 
ommend a contractor to do the 
job for you. 
Large expanses of glass (such 
as picture windows) reflect noise 
and make it seem louder. Put up 
heavier curtains or decorative 
drapes. 
Use rugs to silence floor sounds 
—even a couple of throw rugs in 
the family room or children’s 
rooms 
will dull 
many 
sharp 
sounds. 
Install antirattle hardware on 
windows; re-putty loose glass; in­ 
stall weather stripping. 
Mount stationary appliances on 
rubber pads or resilient furniture 
glides. 
Put rubber treads or carpeting 
on stairs. 
Substitute silent mercury w a l l 
light switches for the conventional 
“ loud-snap” switches. 
Oil door hinges and locks, use 
weather stripping on outside and 
inside doors; install pneumatic 
door closers; install rubber door 
stops.

brought up-to-date for the home 
seamstress. 
Special 
shir-tape 
makes this elegant window ef­ 
fect a simple project for even 
the beginning homemaker. 
The shades may be used for­ 
mally in a floor-to-ceiling treat­ 
ment. using a semi-sheer fabric 
such as pongee, casement cloth, 
nylon or silk. 
This treatment also may be 
adapted for less formal set­ 
tings, such as a kitchen or game 
room, by using a fabric such as 
gingham or other lightweight 
cotton. Contrasting tnmming of 
ball fringe also will add a more 
casual look. 
These curtains are a quick- 
and-easy solution lo a problem 
window and are effective in 
many settings. 
Here are directions for mak­ 
ing the shades: 
Measure 
width 
of 
window 
and divide into an equal num­ 
ber of sections, each eight to 
nine inches wide. Add one inch 
to each section for seam allow­ 
ance and one inch for ease. Add 
extra inch to s i d e strips for 


side hems. Cut strips 2H times 


top-to-hem

for top and bottom hems. Cut 


each 
section 
to flare 
slightly 


toward bottom — for example, 
if top of strip is eight inches 
wide, cut so bottom edge is 12 
inches wide.

When shade is laundered, the 
cord may be pulled out and the 
whole shade pressed flat.
